BIRTHS;  Three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  births;  l8l 
males  and  157  females  were  registered  during  the  year. 

The  birth  rate  of  18,^-  compares  with  the  rate  of  19*7  P©r 
1,000  in  1968.  Twenty-seven  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 

STILLBIRTHS;  There  were  two  male  and  two  female  still- 
births during  the  year,  making  a still-birth  rate  of  12.0 
per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths,  compared  with  a rate 
of  19.0  per  1,000  in  I968.  One  stillbirth  was  illegitimate. 

DEATHS;  Two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  deaths;  I3I  males 
and  15'8  females,  were  registered  during  the  year.  The 
death  rate  of  l5*7  per  1,000  compares  with  a rate  of  I6.3

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  operation  at 
Freckleton,  and  one  knackers  yard  at  Staining,  operated- 
by  the  Blackpool  Tower  Co.,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
food  for  circus  animals  and  animals  in  the  zoo. 

All  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  were 
inspected,  and  details  of  meat  and  other  food  dealt  with 
are  set  out  overleafs- 


Meat  Inspections  Carcases  inspected  and  condemnations 
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The  weight  of  carcase  meat  and  offal  condemned  was 
8 cwts*  3 lbs.  25  lbs.  of  meat  was  condemned  at  a school 
kitchen.  Six  pounds  of  canned  meat,  and  hO  pounds  of 
fruit  and  vegetables  were  also  condemned  during  the  year. 

There  sire  two  poultry  processing  premises  within  the 
district  with  a throughput  of  approximately  12,700  birds 
per  week. 

The  number  of  slaughtermen  licensed  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  nine;  and  the  number  of  visits  made  in 
connection  with  food  inspection  was  I36, 

There  are  now  no  bakers  and/or  confectioners  in  the 
area.  177  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  of  all  kinds. 
Only  minor  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
in  a very  few  cases  were  found,  and  these  were  satisfactorily 
dealt  with  by  informal  action,  no  legal  proceedings  being 
necessary. 

Sixty  three  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream  and  three  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  - 
all  using  the  hot-mix  method  of  production.  All  the 
premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Seventy  one  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to 
the  laboratory  for  examination,  twelve  of  which  proved 
unsatisfactory  to  the  tests  carried  out.  Fifteen  visits 
were  made  to  ice  cream  premises  in  addition  to  those 
visits  when  sampling  was  carried  out. 

Four  promises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
preserved  foods  and  all  are  satisfactory.

Under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General) 
Regulations,  1959,  four  notices  were  served  requiring 
pasteurisation  of  milk  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella 
organisms;  and  two  notices  were  withdrawn. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925# 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 

Twenty  six  inspections  were  made  of  mobile  food  traders 
vehicles  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Factories. 

There  were  68  factories  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  21  inspections  were  made.  One  notice  was 
served  in 'reSpdct  of  want  of  cleanliness  and  this  was 
quickly  remedied. 
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Sanitary  Accommodation  and  Sewage  Disposals 


During  the  year  five  pail  closets  were  converted  to 
waterclosets.  There  are  very  few  middens  left  in  the 
district  and  there  are  no  trough  closets  or  waste  water 
closets*  The  number  of  pail  closets  remaining  is  estimated 
to  be  201;  and  the  number  of  dwellings  not  on  a water 
carriage  system  to  be  245* 

The  Council  operates  sewage  treatment  works  in  the 
Parishes  of  Bryning-with-Warton;  Ribby-with-Wrea;  Staining; 
Elswick;  V/eeton  and  Newton-with-Clif ton.  A joint  sewage 
works  at  Freckleton  deals  with  the  sewerage  from  Kirkham 
Urban  District  and  the  Parish  of  Medlar-with-Wesban. 

The  works  at  Wrea  Green,  Staining.  Elswick  and  Wee ton 
are  all  post-war  developments  and  treatment  consists  of 
screening,  sedimentation,  biological  filtration,  and  humus 
tanks  with  final  discharge  to  adjacent  watercourses.  The 
works  at  War ton  and  Freckleton  provide  tank  treatment  only, 
with  no  filtration,  and  discharge  to  brooks.  The  unsatis- 
factory disposal  of  sewage  from  Freckleton  village  came 
nearer  to  being  remedied  with  the  receipt  of  the  Ministry* s 
approval  to  the  first  phase  of  the  Council's  very  large 
ond  comprehensive  sewerage  scheme  for  a large  part  of  their 
area. 


During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  a sewerage  scheme 
for  the  hamlet  of  Thistleton  was  commenced,  and  this  will 
be  connected  to  the  Elswick  sewage  works.  This  leaves 
only  one  village  of  any  size  - Singleton  - which  has  not 
a proper  system  of  sewerage;  and  in  this  Instance  prelim- 
inary investigations  into  the  different  possibilities  have 
been  commenced.

The  establishment  at  the  end  of  the  ^'■ear  consisted  of 
one  Dennis  Paxit  IIIA  50  cu.  yd,  and  two  Eagle  Crush] oads 
50  cu.  yd,  rear  compressor  types 5 and  35  cubic  yard  S,  and 
D,  rear  compressor:  and  ono  18  cu.  yd,  Karrier  fcrc  and 
aft  tipper,  Ono  orher  13  cu,  yd.  fore  and  aft  t.ippox'*  is 
held  in  reserve  for  any  emergency.  The  service  was  be- 
devilled by  recurring  breakdowns,  particularly  of  one 
vehicle.  Although  the  nuinber  of  houses  continued  to  increase 
at  a steady  rate,  there  was  no  increase  of  staff.  The  value 
of  the  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  the  ratepayers  has  been 
shewn  in  the  dramatic  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints 
of  non-collection  of  refuse,  V/hen  this  has  occurod  there  has 
been  some  good  and  valid  reason  for  it  and  the  complaint 
dealt  with  speedily. 

Twenty  three  men,  including  five  drivers,  were  engaged 
upon  refuse  collection.  One  man  was  employed  as  salvage 
baler,  and  another  as  tip  attendant.  Day  to  day  supervision 
is  exercised  by  a foreman  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  position  with  regard  to  the  collection  of  salvage 
in  the  rural  district  steadily  deteriorated  and  it  was 
finally  decided  by  the  Council  to  cease  the  separation  and 
collection  of  salvage  in  19/0, 

The  Council  disposed  of  the  district  refuse  at  its 
refuse  tip  at  Whir-brick, 
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The  life  of  this  tip  was  not  expected  to  last  beyond 
August  or  September  1970*  Consequently  negotiations 
were  opened  with  the  County  Borough  of  Preston  with  a 
view  to  using  their  large  disposal  site  at  Clifton  Marsh, 
which  is  situated  within  the  rural  district.  Agreement 
was  reached  with  the  County  Borough  and  the  Council  will 
commence  tipping  at  Clifton  Marsh  in  the  late  summer  of 
1970. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  were  97  sites  in  the  area  used  for  camping  and 
caravanning  purposes  during  1969*  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  wore  in  operation  7 sites  licensed  under  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  76  licensed  under 
the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

A few  other  sites  were  used  temporarily  by  tented  campers. 

The  number  of  caravans  concerned  in  the  sites 
licensed  under  the  i960  Act  was  2,620,  and  of  these  4l0 
were  permanently  occupied.  Some  progress  was  made  towards 
provision  being  made  for  touring  caravanners  in  that  a 
sub-committee  was  formed  to  examine  this  problem  and  to 
consider  ways  and  means  of  overcoming  it. 

One  successful  prosecution  was  obtained  against  the 
use  of  land  as  a site  for  a caravan  without  having  a site 
licence.  The  licensed  sites  in  the  area  continued  to  be 
operated  satisfactorily  and  in  some  cases  further  improve- 
ments were  carried  out* 


Water  Sunnlv. 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  supplied  with  mains  water 
by  the  Fylde  Water  Board.  Results  of  sampling  carried 
out  by  the  Board  are  received  regularly  by  the  department. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  dwellings  connected  to 
the  mains  is  5j802|  whilst  there  are  6 dwellings  not 
connected  to  a public  supply.  The.  estimated  position  in 
the  various  Parishes  is  set  out  in  the  f-olloxtring  table
